Budget Board Will 
Ask Increase In 
Millage T 0-10 Pet. 


Would Increase Property 
Taxes Over Two Million 
Dollars 


Tallahassee, March 1. — The 
State Budget Commission, today 
Tecommended an increase of 6 3-8 
mills im real estate taxes to sup- 
port nine governmental functions 
and relieve a $2,000,000 deficit in 
the general revenue fund. 

It would raise property taxes 
from $1,250,009 to about $3,225, 
000 annually by boosting the levy 
from the present’3 5-8 to 10 mills. 

Approval by the State Legisla- 
ture, which meets April 4, is nec- 
essary to increase this tax. There 
has been a clamor from various or- 
ganizations end legislators to 
abolish real ‘state taxes for State 
government ‘purposes.

Budget Commission's 1939 report. 
It went to members of the Legis- 
lature without comment from Gov- 
ernor Cone, who did not join in 
the recommetidations. 


State has sufficient income from 
present sources if the money is 
handled. properly. 

Governor Cone, who suffered a 
severe heart attack last simmer, 
did not attend Budget- Commis- 
sion meetings.
